1. On 28 June 1963 we pouched to Headquarters the renewal 
for Project LIMOTOR under HMMA-21650. We had every reason to 
believe that after a plausible period of tipe that the Project 
was undergoing usual Headquarters processing for renewal. We 
were therefore astonished and disappointed to say the least to 
learm in Reference (which we received on 19 September, and the 
separate cover to which we received @ 17 Septenber) that om 
i August a Project Extension was requested and not a Project 
Renewal. In future instances we request that you notify the 
Station immediately when the usual steps for renewal have not 
been taken, particularly where Projects are only extended and 
wrere you expect the Station to reply three days after the 
receipt of a dispatch in order to allow for tinely Headquarters 
submissions about which the Station was belatedly notified, 
Other priorities have precluded earlier response to Reference, 








2. In the interest of tine and effictency ve propose to 
answer below the questions posed in psragranh 5 of attachrent 
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to reference, and have Headquarters resubrit this information 
as an addendum to, op have it incorpereted in the Renewnl Request 
forverded with HEHA~21650. 


2. The following subparagraphs are keyed to Paragraph 5 
of attachyent to Reference: 





@. During the past Project year, 1 August 1982 throurh 
32 July 1963, the LIMOTOR comlex produced 103 individual 
personality reports; 43 from Seymour De TRINNICH, 2 fron 
LIMSGROIL@-2, 2 from LIMOTOR-14, 43 from LIMOTOR-19, and 13 
from LINSCTOR-2?,. These personality reports can be caterori zed 
as follows: porsonalities known or suspected te belong to 
be identified with pro-commamist polities] groupings 
or philesophies, including Anerteano} Soviet personalities 
(LITALON~9}2 potential operational Jeadea; partieularly 
a3 it concerns the LIMOTOR offort arainst the Mexiean 
eomterpart of OBACID (sea VI. PLANS of the LIMOTOR Project 
“Renewal already forwarded). These personality reports 
mot inclu@e tho LINOTOR coverage of UNAN Jecture series 
ACER en by kom anti-imerlesn speakers (most of wich orl rine 
with LIMOTOR-22) nor the regular list of A Sehool for 
Yorelaners obtained by LIMOTOR-19). The LIMON): 
reports have not received dissemination, bit aro pe in 
terms of Ci information end requasts from local custozerns; 
speeifie reports are passed to areca officers and have been 
found to be most useful. 


‘During the project year 1 Aurust 1962 = 71 July 
1963. the LIMOTOR complex produced 11 reports on elections 
held im the wrious faculties of UNA (two from —— 
D. TRINMICH, & from LIERBROIL-2, 1 from LIMGIOR-19, end 
§ fron LIMOTOR-22). Thase reports are considered exeellent 
corroborative information to the efforts of LICOAX aeaoralag 
to the Statien RUWOLP elersnt. Direstly related ta the 
elestion reports are the reports on Sndividual student rarty 
activities about xhich LIBOTOR prodwed eleven raports 
whieh the Station’s KUSOLF element is sti21 roet interested 
. dn receiving on a priority basis. Muxing the period of 
tho s$udent riots and other activifiies eomected with the 
ouster of Ell de Certarl Morelia, LIMOTOR produced three 
reports eantirming Scation efforts. Heports hevea also 
been produced on the LILTSP-C, LINUPP Student group, and 
LICOAX, elthough mot in the quant te desired. This emphasis 
haa been refleeted in the present project year. LIMOTOR-22 
has giso reported on LICOAXY harnesetent setivitdes ab UNAM 
and in one instance was a Yietim of sam, 


' Sheough joint conversations between the KUNCL 
poms and the LIXOTOR staffers, rore defined areas of 
interest ami activity have been fimmd te which LIMOPOR 
arsets are now beating directed. At the same tine LIMOTOR 
agents are belng further trained to prepere their mterital 
in a more readily disseainable form on subjects of 
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sufficient interest to customers. Through those efforte 
we ue to ba able to produce more positive intelligence 
Glaseminaticns from the LINOTOR Project.

who could be used as aceess to a leeal Soviet Iniown to he. 
CEJ end considered a REDCAP possibility. Several rerorts 
on this iead were submitted by Seymour D. TRINNICH, howe 
ever, this has not further develoned to date. LIVOTOR-19 
also submitted several reports on a Station lead mig = 
& REDSOX candidate. This also did not materteliga, 
petal te @ speelal LIMOCTOR effort for a Station. a 
oLrficer. 





(3) During the suarer of 4963, the Station DIZTAG 
element in the person of Phineas F, SLINKARD requested 
tha LIROTOR complex to produce a lead into the local 
DIZPAG cultural soelety and thus to the local DIZTAG 

Gploratie installation. Althouch Seymour B. PRIRNICH 
Gig produce several reports on such a aandidate the 
iead never materialized bub was an examle of its value 
to @ Stations officer,
